Frankfort, Ky. Feb. 16.— lackson 
| and Walling, the murderers of Pearl 
Bryan, will get their just punishment 
at last. They must die on the gat- 
lows. Every eflort to save their 
necks has been exausted and they are 
doomed 

Gov. Bradley acted upon fhe case 
yesterday and the suspense ia over 
to-day for he has fixed March 20, as 
the date of the two murderers’ execu- 
tion. 

The news was telegraphed at once 
to the Newport jail, where Jackson 
and Walling were waiting in fear and 
trembling. 

The action of Gov. Bradley will 
give the two fiends what many per- 
sons think they should have had 
long aince. 

Death warrants were issued this 
morning, and the final preparations 
for the hanging of Jackson and Wall- 
ing will commence at once. It is un- 
derstood Sheriff Plummer has already 
secured • gallows on which to jerk 
the two brutes to eternity. 

Judge DuRelle’s response In the 
Jackson and Walling cases overruling 
the petition for a rehearing was mis- 
laid in the court of appeals office. 

It ia believed to have been stolen. 
Should it not be recovered another 
copy will be furnished from Steno- 
grapher Brown’s notes. 

Carroll Walcutt has been appointed 
special messenger to take the death 
warrant to Sheriff Plummer.

"I have a four-year old horse that 
goes lame periodically: can detect no 
tender or healed spot about body or 
limbs; no swelling After traveling 
a mile or two the lameness almost 
disappears. What is the remedy?" 

It is impossible to diagnose the 
trouble with certainty on tbt* meager 
description. Indeed a personal exam- 
ination would he necessary to accura- 
cy. The symptoms given indicate 
what is known as "Navicular dis- 
eases," (sometimes called grogglnesa) 
An infiamation ol the Navicular bone 
or of the cartilege on its interior sur- 
face. It is probably one of the most 
fertile causes of lamenes, and also 
the most difficult to treat or control. 
Concussion and rheumetic predispo- 
sition are said to be the chief causes 
of the disease, though improper shoe- 
ing may largely contribute. 

The remedy suggested is: Remove 

the shoe and allow tne frog to come to 
the ground. Stand in cold water or 
apply cold, wet swabs for several 
hours daily. Poultice at night. It, 
after two or three weeks, the disease 
is not conquered, blister the coronet 
slightly, and if this does not bring 
relief, seton the frog. Some selief 
has been obtained by using a hoot or- 
nament composed of equal parts of 
tar, Burbundy pitch and mutton suet. 
—[Farmer's Home Journal.

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DUESTROW 

HANGED. 

His Money Could Not 
Save Him From 
Merited Pun- 
ishment. 

Hanged at Noon T uesday 
Week. 

Three Years Ago in a Drunk- 
en Fit He Murdered H1 b 
W ile and Child. 

Tried to get Out on the Insan- 
ity Dodge— Failed at Ev- 
ery Turn. 

Dr. Aithur Duestrow, the St. Louis 
millionaire wife and child murderer, 
was banged Tuesday week for the 
crime he committed three years ago. 
On the 13th day ofPebrnary 1894, 
white in a drunken fit, Dr. Duestrow 
entered his handsome residence and 
shot to death his wife and child. The 
crime was witnessed by a servant. 

After the killing Duestrow surren- 
dered himself to the authorities and 
claimed that the killing was acciden- 
tal. He told many different stories 
as to how it happened. The people 
were enraged over the matter and de- 
termined that justice should be done 
though be was a man of wealth. 

The fight to save Duestrow's life 
has been a notable one. The case ia 
the moat celebrated on record of the 
Missouri Crimminal Court. Four 
times it has been gone over. Doe- 
strow employed the finest array of 
lawyers in the State. They summon- 
ed to their aid medical science and 
ttied to show, by minutely tracing 
the family history, that the prisoner 
was Insane. The stand taken was 
that he was a victim of sub-acute 
hallucintory paranoia. Medical ex- 
perts and lawyers wrangled for days 
io court-rooms before wearied juries 
over the scientific aspects of the case, 
and every inch of ground, legal or 
scientific, was stubbornly longbt. 
Eloquence, skill, learning, wealth, 
all were brought to the aid ot Arthur 
Duestrow. But his crime bad so 
wrought the public mind against him 
that all these have been of no avail 
and though possessed of a million 
dollars, he has paid the penalty oi 
his crime. 

His property after death goes to 
his sister, Hulda Duestrow. Since 
his crime she has not only refused to 
go to see him, bat has refused to ad- 
vance any money. Duestrow's attor- 
neys have been able so far to spend 
only tbe interest, and not the princi- 
pal of his estate, and may now find it 
impossible to collect their fees.

OBJECT LESSON. 

The Chemical Compo- 
sition of the Hu- 
man Body. 



An Interesting and In- 
structive Exhibitln 
the National 
Museum. 



In the room of the National Muse- 
um devoted to Materia Medics there 
has been placed a series of prepara- 
tions which attract a very great deal 
of interest Irom those who stop to 
read tbe printed notices. 

It illustrates very clearly the anal- 
ytical and scientific tendencies of the 
present age. 1 be average man is 
five leet eight inches high, and 
weighs one hundred and fifty-four 
pounds. 

Scientists determined to analyze all 
parts of the human body, find out 
what were its constituent elements 
and how much ot each was present. 

They have finally demonstrated 
that the following elements are pres- 
ent; 

Gases, oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, 
chlorine and fluorine. 

Solids, Metal, iron, potassium, cal- 
cium, sodium and magnesium. 

Solids, non-metals, carbon, phosphor- 
ous and sulphur. 

In this exhibit these thirteen ele- 
ments Are shown in glass jars ar- 
ranged in a row upon a shelf, each 
jsr bearing a label containing a state- 
ment of tbe name of the element, and 
amount of the same to be found in an 
average human body. 

For the gases, of course, only a 
proportionate amount oi the elements 
is shown, 1-10,000, ior example, of 
oxygen. The amount of carbon is 
represented by a cube about 8 inches 
square; calctum by a cube 4 in. 
square; and sulphur by a piece about 
the size of a hen's egg. 

In a jar of water are to be seen 
about twenty slicks of phosphorous a 
half inch in diameter, and three 
inches long. They are kept under 
water to prevent their igniting, as 
this element very easily takes fire 
when exposed to the air— an ordinary 
summer temperature. 

The potassium and sodium are pre- 
served under naphtha for the same 
reason. If either one of these ele- 
ments shonid come into contact with 
water they would instantly cake fire, 
so great ia the affinity for these two 
elements when iu tbeir pure state for 
the oxygen contained in the water. 

The iron is represented by a few 
pieces of wire in a small phial. 

The following table is given to 
show the amonot of each element in 
ponnds and fractions to be found in a 
human being weing 134 pounds;

DUESTKOW 

HANGED. 

His Money Could Not 
Save Him From 
Merited Pun- 
ishment. 

Hanged at Noon Tuesday 
Week. 

Three Year* Ago In a Drunk- 
en Fit He Murdered His 
Wile and Child. 

Tried to get Out on the Insan- 
ity Dodge— F.Alled at Ev- 
ery Turn. 

Dr Aithur Duestrow, the St. Louis 
millionaire wile and child murderer, 
was banged Tuesday week for the 
crime he committed three years ago. 
On the 13th day of February 1894, 
while in a diunken fit, Dr. Duestrow 
entered his handsome residence and 
shot to death his wile and child. The 
crime was witnessed by a servant. 

After the killing Duestrow surren- 
dered himself to the anthorities and 
claimed that the killing was acciden- 
tal. He told many different stories 
as to how it happened. The people 
were enraged over the matter and de- 
termined that justice should be done 
though he was a man of wealth. 

The fight to save Duestrow’ 8 life 
has been a notable one. The case is 
the most celebrated on record of the 
Missouri Crimminal Court. Four 
times it has been gone over. Dne- 
strow employed the finest array of 
lawyers in the State. They gammon- 
ed to their aid medical science and 
tried to show, by minutely tracing 
the family history, that the prisoner 
was Insane. The stand taken was 
that he was a victim of sub-aente 
haliucintory paranoia. Medical ex- 
perts and lawyers wrangled for days 
in court-rooms before wearied juries 
over the scientific aspects of the case, 
and every inch of ground, legal or 
scientific, was stubbornly ionght. 
Eloquence, skill, learning, wealth, 
all were brought to the aid ot Arthur 
Duestrow. But his crime had so 
wrought the public mind against him 
that all these have been of no avail 
and though possessed of a million 
dollars, he has paid the penalty of 
bis crime. 

His property alter death goes to 
his sister, Hulda Duestrow. Since 
his crime she has not only refused to 
go to see him, but bas refused to ad- 
vance any money. Duestrow's attor- 
neys have been able so far to spend 
only the interest, and not the princi- 
pal of his estate, and may now find it 
impossible to collect tbeir lees.

An Interesting and In* 
structive Exhibitin 
the National 
Museum. 

In the room of the National Muse- 
um devoted to Materia Medics there 
has been placed a series of prepara- 
tions which attract a very great deal 
of interest from those who stop to 
read the printed notices. 

It Illustrates very clearly the anal- 
ytical and scientific tendencies of the 
present sge. 1 he average man is 
five test eight inches high, and 
weighs one hundred and fifty-four 
pounds. 

Scientists determined to analyze stl 
parts of the human body, find out 
what were its constitnent elements 
and how much ot each was present. 

They have finally demonstrated 
that the following elements are pres- 
ent: 

Gases, oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, 
chlorine and fluorine. 

Solids, Metal, iron, potassium, cal- 
cium, sodium and magnesium. 

Solids, non-metals, carbon, phosphor- 
ous and sulphur. 

In this exhibit these thirteen ele- 
ments are shown in glass jars ar- 
ranged in a row upon a shell, each 
jar bearing a label containing a state- 
ment of the name of the element, and 
amount of the same to be found in an 
average human body. 

For the gases, of course, only a 
proportionate amount oi the elements 
is shown, 1-10,000, ior example, of 
oxygen. The amount of carbon is 
represented by a cube about 8 inches 
square; calctum by a cube 4 in. 
square; and sulphur by a piece about 
tbe size oi a hen's egg. 

In a jar of water are to be seen 
about twenty slicks oi phosphorous a 
hall inch in diameter, and three 
inches long. They are kept under 
water to prevent their igniting, as 
this element very easily takes fire 
when exposed to tbe air— an ordinary 
summer temperature. 

The potassium and sodium are pre- 
served under naphtha for the same 
reason. If either one of these ele- 
ments should come into contact with 
water they would instantly take fire, 
so great is the affinity for these two 
elements when iu tbeir pure state for 
the oxygen contained in the water. 

The iron is represented by a few 
pieces of wire in a small phial.

Death warrants were issued this 
morning, and the final preparations 
lor the hanging of Jackson and Wall- 
ing will commence at once. It is un- 
derstood Sheriff Plummer has already 
secured a gallows on which to jerk 
the two brutes to eternity. 

Judge DuRelle's response in the 
Jackson and Walling cases overruling 
the petition for a rehearing was mis- 
laid in the court of appeals office. 

It Is believed to have been stolen.

"1 have a fonr-year old horse that 
goes lame periodically: can detect no 
tender or heated spot about body or 
limbs; no swelling After traveling 
a mile or two the lameness almost 
disappears. What is the remedy?” 

It is impossible to diagnose the 
trouble with certainty on this meager 
description. Indeeda personal exam- 
ination would be necessary to accura- 
cy. The symptoms given indicate 
what is known as "Navicular dis- 
eases," (sometimes called grogginess) 
An infiamation ol the Navicular bone 
or of the cartilege on its interior sur- 
face. It is probably one of the most 
fertile causes ol lamenes, and also 
the most difficult to treat or control. 
Concussion and rheumetic predispo- 
sition are said to be the chief causes 
of the disease, though improper shoe- 
ing may largely contribute. 

The remedy suggested is: Remove 

the shoe and allow tne frog to come to 
the ground. Stand in cold water or 
apply cold, wet swabs for several 
hours daily. Poultice at night. II, 
after two or three weeks, the disease 
Is not conquered, blister the coronet 
slightly, and if this does not bring 
relief, seton the irog. Some selief 
has been obtained by using a hoot or- 
nament composed ol equal parts ot 
tar, Burbundy pitch and mutton suet. 
—[Farmer's Home Journal.

DUESTROW 

HANGED. 

His Money Could Not 
Save Him From 
Merited Pun- 
ishment. 

Hanged at Noon T uesday 
Week. 

Throe Years Ago in a Drunk 
on Fit He Murdered His 
Wife and Child. 

Tried to get Out on the Insan- 
ity Dodge— Failed at Ev- 
ery Turn. 

Dr Aithur Duestrow, the St. Louis 
millionaire wile and child murderer, 
was hanged Tuesday week for the 
crime he committed three years ago. 
On the 13th day of February 1894, 
while In a diunken fit, Dr. Duestrow 
entered his handsome residence and 
shot to death his wife and child. The 
crime was witnessed by a servant. 

After the killing Duestrow surren- 
dered himself to the authorities and 
claimed that the killing was acciden- 
tal. He told many different stories 
as to how it happened. The people 
were enraged over the matter and de- 
termined that justice should be done 
though he was a man of wealth. 

The fight to save Duestrow's life 
has beed a notable one. The case is 
the most celebrated on record of the 
Missouri Crimminal Court. Four 
times it has been gone over. Due- 
strow employed the finest array of 
lawyers in the State. They summon- 
ed to their aid medical science and 
ttied to show, by minntely tracing 
the family history, that the prisoner 
was insane. The stand taken was 
that hr was a victim of sub-aente 
hallucintory paranoia. Medical ex- 
perts and lawyers wrangled for days 
in court-rooms before wearied juries 
over the scientific aspects of the case, 
and every inch of ground, legal or 
scientific, was stubbornly fought. 
Eloquence, skill, learning, wealth, 
all were brought to the aid oi Arthur 
Duestrow. But his crime had so 
wrought the public mind against him 
that all these have been of no avail 
and though possessed of a million 
dollars, he has paid the penalty of 
his crime. 

His property after death goes to 
his sister, Hulda Duestrow. Since 
his crime she has not only refused to 
go to see him, but has refused to ad- 
vance any money. Duestrow's attor- 
neys have been able so far to spend 
only the interest, and not the princi- 
pal of his estate, and may now find it 
impossible to collect their lees.

OBJECT LESSON. 

The Chemical Compo- 
sition of the Hu- 
man Body. 



An Interesting and In- 
structive Exhibit in 
the National 
Museum. 

In the room of the National Muse- 
um devoted to Materia Medics there 
has been placed s series of prepara- 
tions which attract s very great deal 
of interest from those who stop to 
read the printed notices. 

It illustrates very clearly the anal- 
ytical and scientific tendencies of the 
present age. 1 he average man is 
five leet eight inches high, and 
weighs one hundred and fifty-four 
pounds. 

Scientists determined to analyze *11 
parts of the human body, find ont 
what were its constituent elements 
and how much ol each was present. 

They have finally demonstrated 
that the following elements are pres- 
ent: 

Gases, oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, 
chlorine and fluorine. 

Solids, Metal, iron, potassium, cal- 
cium, sodium and magnesium. 

Solids, non-metals, carbon, phosphor- 
ous and sulphur. 

In this exhibit these thirteen ele- 
ments are shown in glass jars ar- 
ranged in a row upon a shell, each 
jar bearing a label containing a state- 
ment of the mime of the element, and 
amount ol the same to be found in an 
average human body. 

For the gases, of course, only a 
proportionate amount of the elements 
is shown, 1-10,000, ior example, of 
oxygen. The amount of carbon is 
represented by a cnbe about 8 inches 
square; calctum by a cube 4 in. 
square; and sulphur by a piece about 
the size of a hen's egg. 

In a jar of water are to be seen 
about twenty sticks ot phosphorous a 
halt inch in diameter, and three 
inches long. They are kept under 
water to prevent their igniting, as 
this element very easily takes fire 
when exposed to the air— an ordinary 
summer temperature. 

The potassium and sodium are pre- 
served under naphtha for the same 
reason. If either one of these ele- 
ments should come into contact with 
water they would instantly take fire, 
so great is the affinity for these two 
elements when iu their pure state for 
the oxygen contained in the water. 

The iron is represented by a few 
pieces of wire in a small phial. 

The lollowing table is given to 
show the amount of each clement in 
pounds and fractions to be found in a 
human being weiug 154 pounds;

He closed the 
season at Chicago and then played 
Comedy with Florence Herbert, and 
was then engaged with the Wallace 
Sisters and made a tour of the coast 
and went to Australia with them. 

He organized Ford's Dramatic Co 
in Chicago in the vetr 1886 and starts 
ed for a Western trip, and was very 
successful on the trip.

Last Friday marked the anniver- 
sary of Ibe order ol K ol P., and for 
the benefit of our many readers we 
below publish information concerning 
the origin ol the order: 

The Order of Knights of Pythias 
possesses just claims to be ranked as 
one of the foremost of the several 
benevolent institutions whose com- 
mon object is the elevation and ad- 
vancement ol the interests of brother- 
hood. and benefit to n common hu- 
manity, through unity of effort well 
directed. The society first took shape 
on the evening of February 16 1864. 
when its founder, Ju.tus H. Rath- 
bone (now deceased), gathered about 
htin, iu the City of Washington, D, 
C , a number of gentlemen, aud ex- 
plained to them the foundation princi- 
plesof the propped Order ol Knights 
of Pythias— the n!-j cts of which were 
stated to be Friendship. Benevolence, 
and Charity- The proposal, tieeting 
with the unanimous approval ol those 
present, they subscribed to an obli- ) 
gation ol secrecy, and proceeded to j 
name the Society, tlrct officers, end 
adopt a Ritual. The society thus or- 
ganized, took aa its .antitype ol friend- 
ship aud mutual confidence, the his- 
torical incident cl the unexcelled and 
almost uncqux’led friendship existing 
between Demon nnd Pythia-, who 
lived in the reign ol King Dionysius, I 
nearly 410 years Inlore Ibe birth of 
Christ, wheraiu Pythias pledged his 
lile that Daiuo.i would not forfeit his 
honor, and geve house I as a pledge 
that Damon would return forexetu- 
tion at the time appoirted by the 
King 

The reign of Dlonyrius, the'E’der. 
marked an era of selfishness in the 
world's history. Following '.he ex- 
ample ol a tyrant, his adherents in 
the Isle ol Sicily vied in obliterating 
Irion the tibhts of their memory 
every vi stige 1 f the nob'est principle 
ol brotherhood which 11 cognizes ruin's 
lenity to hitt ltd low D.iuion, a Sena- 
tor at Syracuse, by his oppo-ition to 
Dionysius in bis iil emptm) usurp- 
ation of power, was p'aced under sen- 
tence o| immediate death Pythias, 
the tiuie-lriid Iriend ol Duuon, he 
nought the tyrant t> gnut a respite, 



that he might bid a last farewell to 
th rse he loved. The denial ol this 
request was followed by the most 
striking exemplification of pure 
friendship that haa ever Illuminated 
the pages ol history . Py t'das oflen d 
himself as a hostage for Damon while 
he should visit bis wife and child 
once more before his execution. The 
| chains were taken irom the limbs ol 
| Datnon and placed upon those of 
Pythias Damon was soon at his 
home; he bade bia weeping wife nnd 
| little one a tender and affectiouate 
farewell, and called for his horse, In 
order to return in time to redeem his 
pledge to Pythias. lie finds that bis 
horse has been killed by his servant 
in order to prevent his return, bnt he 
secures nnother horse and hastens to 
Syracuse. In the meantime Pythias 
has Peen tempted to escape the doom 
which seems to threaten him; but no; 
he insists upon the terms ol the hos- 
tage being carried out to the letter. 
He exclaims: "It is sweet to die lor 
those we love.” The time is last 
passing and still Damon does not ap- 
pear. The block is elected, the 
crowds are gathered iu ihe square, 
the luneral procession is formed, and 
Py thias is led forth to seal his friend - 
ship with his blood Does he shrink? 
No. Does he falter? No *Vrth sol- 
diery courage and irou nerve he 
wends his way, cheerfully to die lor 
his friend. In that awlul moment the 
clatter of a horse's hoofs is heard in 
the distance, and soon Damon falls 
exhausted at the iei^oi bis triend. 
This display of manhood and true 
courage led captive the heart ol the 
tyrant, who, lemitting thedeath sen- 
tence of Damon, sought admission to 
their friendship. 

This bright spot on the pages of 
the past was the corner stone upon 
which Brother Rath tunc "buiUed 
stronger than he knew." For years 
the fire burned low upon the altars 
of the young and struggling brother- 
hood; but in the present high noon, 
when Irom every hill top the shields 
of brave and gallant Knights make 
bright the day ol promise, the Foun- 
der of the Order may rest assured 
that its ascendant star will never ware. 



The contrast in the condition of the 
country between the time of Lincoln’s 
first inauguration nnd that of Presi- 
dent-elect McKinley is said to be 
vividly portrayed iu an article by 
Stephen Fiske for the March Ladies, 
Home Journal. In telling of "When 
Lincoln was First Inaugurated , Mr. 
Fiske graphically describes Mr Wash- 
ington, and the incidents of the inau- 
guration and the attendant festivities. 
There were grave fears that Lincoln 
would be assassinated as he rode in 
the inaugural procession to the 
Capitol, and every possible precans 
tion was taken for his safety.

beside him. The police were instrnc- 
ted to arrest all persons making op- 
probrious threats against Mr. Lincoln, 
or ottering disloyal sentiments. The 
tension was great and the whole 
country was iu a state of suppressed 
excitement.

The protective 
duty was needed to protect both the 
latmcr and the industries against 
this danger in 1816, 1832 and 1846 or 
in infancy. It was needed in 1891 
not to protect the old established in- 
dustries nlore, but Ihe fanners also, 
who advocated a "taiiff lor revenue 
only,' against the danger ol being 
forced to raise and sell hemp tobacco 
nnd others prodn ts ol Ihe turn at or 
below cost Se- ?
